Saint  Mary's  newly  formed  debate  team  began  its 
tournament  season  last  November  with  the  annual  Butler 
University  Debate  Tournament  in  Indianapolis.  The  four- 
girl  team  took  fifth  place  among  the  twenty-three  schools 
participating.  The  season  continued  with  further  tourna- 
ments at  Northwestern  University,  Purdue,  University 
of  Illinois  at  Navy  Pier  in  Chicago,  and  Case  Institute 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

The  season  was  culminated  with  an  exhibition  debate 
between  Saint  Mary's  and  Columbia  University  in  the 
Little  Theater. 
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Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Bruno  Schlesinger,  the  department  of  Christian 
Culture  was  created  at  Saint  Mary's  last  year.
